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THE SELECTMEN’S NARRATIVE 


There are a few items which we think the voters will 
be interested in and therefore taking this page to call 
them to your attention. 


This year you will notice that part of the State Audit 
of your accounts is published in the front of your report 
and the full report of the audit is on file in the Select- 
men’s office and will be open for inspection at any time 
by appointment. Also, the records of births and mar- 
riages has been left out as directed by the Revised 
Statutes of 1944 as amended. The remainder of the 
report shows the usual accounts as in past years. The 
police account was overdrawn as the wages set by the © 
town at its annual meeting was more than recommended 
by the Budget Board. If the same wages are set this 
year more money will have to be raised for police and 
watchman account or the time of ful] operation of the 
police department cut to a shorter time during the 
summer. The snow account has a very large overdraft 
as $5,860.00 was disbursed between February 1st, 1945, 
and December 1st, 1945, and the remainder has been 
spent for the snow period starting December 1, 1945, 
to February 1, 1946. To keep the squares and corners 
clear for two cars to pass and allow parking and clean- 
ing sidewalks the snow has to be shoveled by hand and 
hauled away in trucks and shoveled into the river at 
convenient points. With the increase in labor this 
added many dollars to the removal] costs. Sidewalks in 
the villages are very difficult to keep open as the plow, 
in order to keep the roads wide enough to collect our 
refund from the State, have to put a lot of snow over 
onto the walks and sometimes this cannot be plowed by 
horse power and has to be shoveled, which adds to the : 
cost of removal greatly ; but as far as we are able to see, 
it is the only way to keep the roads and sidewalks clear. 


The same old question of ice came up again this 
summer as our local supply of ice left off deliveries dur- 
ing the summer, and in order to keep food and milk 
(what little there was) the Board of Health and Select- 
men had to find someone who could supply the houses 
with this necessary item. We secured a man who, with 
a, little help, came to the rescue and filled the boxes. 
However, as he did not have an extra truck for the 
hauling of ice we had to help him with truck hire to 
the amount of $127.50, which was charged to the ac- 
count of the Board of Health. 


With doctors, dentists and nurses hard to secure, the 
Kennebunkport Health Council has done a wonderful 
job in promoting better health throughout the town, 
as you will notice by their report elsewhere. $1,500 has 
been paid on the Ocean Avenue Road Bond Account and 
all other bills are paid with the exception of those shown 
on Accounts Payable and Receivable. | 


We wish to offer for your consideration the project of 
dredging a basin approximately 2,000 feet long, 100 feet 
wide and a depth of six feet at mean low water from the 
north end of the pier toward Cape Porpoise Village in 
order to provide a safe anchorage for small craft. This 
would be done in connection with maintenance work on 
the outer harbor. However, the Government will not do 
this extra work without a contribution from the town, 
and this would cost the town $16,000, which could be 
paid over a period of from four to eight years and 
would make an excellent harbor for the whole town, 
“end after the yachtsmen find they can enter the harbor 
and have room and shelter to lay their boats we think it 
will bring in much additional revenue that we now lose 
to towns with good harbors. This work was all planned 
to be done in 1941, but when the war came on the Gov- 
ernment stopped all work which was not necessary, but 
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we have eee the Congress to reopen this project — 
res lay it before you for action at this meeting. ‘ 


We wish to thank the citizens for their co- operation ne. a 
curing 1945 and we hope that your Selectmen and other 
officers will have the same splendid help in this year.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL

Kennebunkport, Maine 


Dear Mr. Carver: 


The 1945-’46 school year opened with a total attend- 
ance of sixty-five pupils distributed among the classes 
as shown in the table immediately below. .

During the first semester three boys and three girls 
have left school, and one girl transferred to Glen Cove, 
N. Y. One boy has transferred here from Deering ~ 
High School in Portland. Our present enrollment is 
fifty-nine. 


We were very fortunate in having Mr. Freeman 
return as English and Physics instructor. He also 
directed the Senior play, and has charge of publishing 
our year book, the SKIPPER, supervising the student 
editors. We were glad also to have Mrs. McInnes return 
as History and Language instructor. Her long associa- 
tion with the school makes her an invaluable member 
of the faculty. In addition to her teaching duties she 
acts as home room sponsor for the Freshmen and as-. 
sisted the Junior class with the Freshman reception. 
She also directs the girls’ physical fitness activities. 


. 
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Mr. Kearns is a welcome addition to the faculty in 
his capacity as Commercial teacher and athletic coach. 
We were indeed fortunate to secure a man with a sound 
knowledge of Commercial subjects and unusual ability 
in athletics. He also has charge of the mimeographing 
of the year book. 


We were very much pleased to have Mr. Brannen re- 
turn as Shop instructor. He is not only an able man in 
his field, but Kas been very helpful in other ways, as- 
Suming numerous small duties which other members 
of the faculty have had little time for. The return of 
the wood working and mechanical drawing courses to 
our curriculum has benefited the pupils immeasurably. 


We were greatly saddened in the late fall by the death 
of Lloyd Clough who had carried on the janitorial 
duties so well for over two years. Since his death the 
duties of the janitor have been successfully carried 
out by William Studley, and I am glad to be able to 
report to you that the building is being kept in excel- 
lent condition, and that Mr. Studley has cooperated 
with the faculty in every way. 


Our attendance has been good this year, but could 
be improved if some other method of meeting the state 
requirements for 180 days of school per school year 
could be found other than the present one of holding 
school on stormy days. 


Included in the new equipment which has been pur- 
chased during the school year is a new set of wall 
maps for use in World History, considerable physics 
laboratory equipment, a film strip and slide film pro- 
jector for class foom work, new text books in the 
Physics and Sociology courses, and various reference 
books. The student body and faculty are pleased with 
the interest the people of the town are showing in im- 
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proving the facilities for the education of their children 
as evidenced by the progress which has been made 3 
toward providing a new building. 
We have had a number of interesting assemblies in 
the form of panel discussions of important world issues. 
In addition to those already held, more are planned. 
The lower classes expect to produce one-act plays early 
in the spring. The Seniors are planning a trip to Wash- 
ington for the first time in four years. ‘ 
The many activities of the school could not have habe 
successfully carried out without the cooperation of the 
pupils, the teachers, the Superintendent, the members 
of the School Committee, and the parents and towns- 
people. To all of them and to you, Mr. Carver, I express 
my thanks and appreciation for the help given and the 
interest shown

I submit to you at this time the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The school census of April 1, 1945, shows there were 


221 boys and 212 girls, a total of 433 persons between 


the ages of five and twenty-one years in the town on 
that date. There were 295 enrolled in the schools as 
the following table shows.

In the elementary schools there were several new 
teachers. Mrs. Margaret Miller took over the grammar 
room at the Town House; Mrs. Christine Adams the 
intermediate room at Cape Porpoise; Mr. Ralph Dodge 
began the year at the Cape Grammar but he resigned 
because of personal plans and the room is now in 
charge of Mrs. Helen Emery Smith. After the Christ- 
mas vacation Miss Edna Lovejoy began work at the 
Wildes Primary, replacing Mrs. Edwina Davis who had 
resigned to teach outside the state. 


All of us connected with the school system of Kenne- 
bunkport were shocked and grieved by the sudden 
death of Mr. Lloyd Clough. He was a friend to all the 
teachers and pupils at the village school, and was al- 
ways willing to help and cooperate in every possible 
way. 


The Hutchins Schoo! has been closed for the entire 
school year. The children have been conveyed te the 
three rooms at the Cape, and the 8th grade to the 
Wildes District Grammar room. 


The outside doors at three of the outlying schools 
were rehung in order to conform to the law requiring 
that doors of public buildings must swing outward. 


There is much need of repairs, especially repainting. 
Shortages have prevented many of them but next year 
we should do this required work. 


Although the war is over, shortages still exist. Book 
orders are delayed, sometimes as much as four months. _ 
These difficulties are slowly being overcome, and we 
hope that next year will see even greater improvement.

64. To see what action the town will take regarding 
allowing the Hutchins School to remain closed. — de 


65. To see if the town will vote to abandon and 
release that part of the road in front of Frank Higgins’ 
and Warren Somers’ residence, which is not used and 
is replaced with State Aid Road No. 4 on the old road 
from Kennebunkport Village to Cape Porpoise, more 
particularly described as starting at a point twenty-five 
(25) feet easterly from a point marked “G” and con- 
tinuing in an irregular course easterly from said point 
of beginning to a point one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) feet westerly from a point marked “H.” All 
points, directions and distances have been scaled and
